The Observances on the Twen- 
tieth Anniversary of His 
Death: 


A Gratifying Result, in General, in 
Spite of a Rainy 
Day. 


A MEMORIAL DAY, 
A GENERAL OBSERVANCE IN SPITE 
BAD WEATHER. 

The Committee of Arrangements for 
}| the Lincoln meyéorial seryicesfiave every 
reason to be gratified with the exercises 
of the day. Of course preparations 
were made for an immense congregation 
and had the weather been half way 
pleasant the city doubtless would have 
been crowded as never before. As it 
was, the altendance was mutch lareer than 
there was auy reason to expect, Three 
trains, each well laden with passengers, 
arrived from St. Louis before noon, and 
exira trains arrived on all the other roads 
entering the city, Tue rain fell in an- 
noying drizzle from shortly after mid~ 
night until after noon and of course the 
published programme had to be aban 
doned. The roads off of the paved 
streets were {rendered impassable and 
the idea of marching to the Cemetery 
was out of the question. At the time 
appointed, however, the various military 
organizations and ieties met at 
their places of rendezvous prepar- 
atory to forming for the march. 
The First Divisiou, consisting of de- 
tachments of the Illinois and Missouri 
National Guards, was formed by Gen. J 
W. Vance, who notified them that the order 
of march had been abandoned, and_then 
allowed them to break ranks, The Grand 
Army of the Republic met at the hull of 
Stevenson Post, and about 1:30 p.m. a 
line was formed, consisting of members 
of Stevenson and Mendell Posts of this 
city, Ransom, Frank P, Blair and Hard. 
ing Posts, of St. Louis, and unattached 
members of other posts, followed by J. 
L. Crane Camp, Sons of Veterans, of this 
city, and Orme Camp, of Bloomington 
The Turners from all parts of the coun— 
try also formed into line, and about 2 
o'clock the procession started for the 
State Capito], accompanied by the U. S, 
Cavalry band, of Jefferson Barracks, 
Mo., the Knights Templar band, of St. 
Louis, the Electric Light band of Jackson-

tol, whilst thousands of spectators Jooked 
with mournful hearts upon the sad procession, 
Regiments of Infantry, squadrons of cavalry, 
batteries of artillery, civic associations, clerks 
of departments, vast delegations from various 
States, nd large numbers of colored men 
inarclied ainidst the tolling of bells, the fir- 
ing of cannon aud thesolemnstrains of mactial 
music. At the rotunda the casket was depos- 
ited upon « magnificent catafalque. A con- 
tnuous throng passed through the Capitol 
from carly morn unitillate at ight, on the20th, 
and more than twenty-flve thousand persons 
took a Jong Inst lingering look at the well- 
iknow features of their martyred President 
Upon the next day, began the longest, 


and 


dest funeral procession that was ever re 
ed by the pen of the historian. 
Four years previous on the 1th day of Feb- 


he had left bis home in this city, to as- 
of the executive of this grent 
snot insensible to the heavy 
responsibilities which devolved upon hitn 
nor to the dangers by which he was surround: 
ed. Thenrd him utter the parting words of 
his pathetic and memorable farewell, in which 
he sald: R 

My fi not\In my 
can appreciate the sadness I feel nt this part- 
ing. ‘To this people I owe all that Tam. Here 
Thaye liyed more than a quarter of u century. 
Here my children were born, aud here one of 
them Iles buried. I koow not how soon I 
shall see you again. A duty devolves upon 
me which is grenter, perhaps, than that which 
has devolved upon Ruy other man sinco the 
days of Washington. He never would have 
succeeded except for the aid of Divine Provi- 
dence, upon which he at all times relied. 1 
feel that I cannot succecd without the same 
Divine aid which sustained him, und on the 
same Almighty Being I place my relinnee for 
support. And IT hope you, my friends, will 
pray that I may receive that divine assistance 
without which I cannot succeed, but with 
which success is certain, Aguin, I bid you ull 
an alfcetionnte farewell.” 

And thus be departed from bis friends and 
neighbors upon his grand mission to the Capi- 
tal of the nation. It was a triumphal progress 
amidst the enthusiastic cheers of immense 
multitudes. ‘Thirty thousand weleomed him 
at Indianapolis. “One hundred thousand 
grected him at Cincinnati, including two 

sand liberty loving Germans amidst the 
artillery and rations. At 
Columbus he addressed avast concourse. 
Thence through Cleveland, Butfalo and Alba:

Lincoln, calmly surveying the widespread 
und terrible scene. By his appeals to the peo- 
le he created vast armies, By ble extrnord- 
jatry sagacity and intuitive knowledge of 
men, be selected successful commanders and 
nblo'counsellors. By his kindness and cheer~ 
z words, be stimulated the ambition and 
kindled the pitriotism of the private soldier. 
By his wisdom, be aided in devising the ways 
and menns of’ defraying the enormons ex- 
penses of the government; and by his practl- 
cal common sense, an excellent substitute for 
diplomatic skill, he sucessfully avoided any 
contlict with unfriendly nations. 

AmJdst the discouragements of dofeat he 
never yielded to the sentiment of dispalr 
Amidst the shouts of triumph he was never 
eluted by sucess. ‘Though opposed to 
he preferred tho Union. But when 
the auspicious moment arrived, he issued the 
clamation which struck the chains from 
Your millions of human beings; ‘'and upon 
this act, sincerely belleved to "be nn net of 
justice, ‘warranted by the constitution, upon 
inllitary necessity, he invoked the considerute 
Judgmont of mankind, and the gracious favor 
of Almighty God. nah 

Six months utterwards the siege of Vicks- 
burg was crowned with victory, under the 
skillful management of Grant and his illustel- 
Generals; and the battle of Gettysburg 
was successfully fought and won by Mende 
ond his gallant soldiers. Theso were fearful 
blows to the Confederacy, but when Sherman 
ploreed its heart, nnd recomplished bis grand 
and glorious march to the ser, he demon: 
strated its weakness, and fortold its speedy 
lution. 
But Mr 


Lincoln wis elected for another 
presidential term. Iu his second inaugural 
Address he exhibited the same gencrous senti- 
ments towards the nation’s foes which he bud 
formerly displayed, and the same chnracter- 
istics of a God-like ‘and magnanimous spirit 
Said he, “with malice toward none, with 
charity for all, with flemness in the “right, 
as God gives us to see the right, let us strive 
on to finish the work we nre in; to bind up the 
nation’s wounds; to care for him who shall 
have borne the battle and for his widow and 
orphans; to do all whieb may nehieve nnd 
cherish a just and lasting peace among our 
selves and with all nations.” 

Such were the sentiments expressed byt 
mnngnanimous President but a few wecks be 
fore hisdenth. Such a spirit of forgiveness 
had never before been exhibited among th 
civilized governments of the earth, In other 
Innds treason would have been punished by 
the slaughter of whole heeatombs of victims. 
But Lincol® abbored tho shedding of blood 
No teaitor, with his permission hid expinted 
his crime "upon the seuifold, ‘Sic semper 
tyrannis."” bad no npology for’ its utterance, 
innny net of his te or in nny’ trait of his 
character. 


But now that gentle forgiving spirit had 
been driven froin its tenement by the hand of 
an assassin. His mortal remains had coin- 
menced the most solemn and most remark- 
able funeral procession ever described upon 
the pages of histovy. For more than sixteen 
hupdred miles they Were tenderly and lovingly 
carried from city to city, from State to Stat 
by lofty mountain peaks, through deep gorg: 
vuiloys and over extensive pracles to his west- 
ro home. During the silent hours of night 
and under the glaring rays of the noonday 
sun, those precious relics passed through ¢ 
tinuous throngs of men, women and childr 
Who reverently stood with tearful eyes and 
uncovered befids and throbbing hearts as the 
gazed upon the gloomy panorama. 
the tolling of bells, the booming of 
and the mournful tones of the funeral dirge, 
they were transported from Capitol to Capi 
tol until t ached this sacred spot and 
were deposited within these consecrated 
grounds: 

Here many thousands had assembled to wi 
ness the Ins uies of the lilustrious dend 
Here his old friondsand neighbors hnd gather 
ed to honor bis memory amidst profound yr 
And loud Inmentations, They hnd known him 
in his youth nod early manhood. They bad 
witnessed his sucessful struggles in prof 


fonal life, and his honorable career as their 
public servant, They had listened to bis 
sparkling wit; bis jovial ancedotes; his con- 


incing logic and bis powerful arguments, 
when f candidate for political preferment 

bad reposed upon his judgmont with 
mplicit confidence, They bad trusted with- 
out hesitation to his stern integrity. They had 
selected him as their champion in’ the momor- 
able contest of 1858 in which he ncbieved a 
national far They had helped to cleyate 
him to thi paidential chair, and bad seen 
him All, wi ction, the highest ofilce in 
the gift of mankind. 

But now the closing scen 
were about topeour. ‘The sagrites of sepule 
ture were about to be performed. The Inst 
funeral dirge was sung. The last oration was 
delivered in the eloquent Janguage of the 
gifted orator. ‘The last benediction was pro- 
nounced, and ail that was mortal of the illus: 
trious Lincoln was consigned to the silence of 
the tomb. 

Yonder stands his statue, a faithful ropre- 
sentation of his person and his featuros; \the 
same calm and majestiemein; the same pence- 
ful and contemplative look; the same thought- 
fuland patientappearance. Me thinks be looks 
down upon this vast assemblage, like the pre- 
siding genius of this united and prosperous 
nation with an approving smile, while he holds 
in his hand that grand proclamation which 1s 
destined to make his name immortal. 

Here to is A monument worthy of his fame. 
Erected by the voluntary contributions of the 
people, allover this broad Jand, we trust it 
will last for ages, to commemorate his virtues 
and testify the! titude for his services; 
that it will become a Mecea, towards which 
the lovers of freedom, throughout the world, 
will annually heir pilgrimage to drink 
decp of the it of Liberty and renew their 
allegiance to gits enuse; and that all rees of 
men, without distinction, will bow reverently 
before this shrine and nscribe praise and 
honor to the great Emaneipator.

With his visit to Harrisburg, bis return to 
Philadelphia, his pussage through Baltimore, 
and his arrival xt Washington you are all 
Jamiliar. ‘The 4th of Murch arrived. At tho 
Iront of the Capitol, in the preseneo of loyal 
Iriends and glowering foes, ho dolivered his 
inaugural address. “He denounced in om- 
phatic Innguage, the doctrine of secession, 
and declared it to be his duty to stand by tbo 
Constitution and the Union, 

He ssid: ‘*Tconsider that in view 
constitution and the laws, the Union 
broken, and tothe extent of my ability, 1 
shall take care as the Constitution oxpressly 
enjoins upon me, that the laws of the Union 
shall be faithfully executed in all the States, 
I trust this will not be regarded ng_a wenne 
Dut only as the declured purpose of the Union, 
that it will constitutionally defend and mnin 
tain itself.” 

But how inexpressibly tender were the clo: 
ing words of this remarkable address 

He said: ‘Tum loth to close. We are not 
enemies but friends. We must not be eno- 
mies, ‘Though passion may have strained, it 
must not break our bonds’ of affection. ‘The 
mystic cords of memory, stretchiog from 
every battlefleld and patriot grave, to overy 
Alving heart and heurtbstone, wil'over. this 
broad land, will yet swell tho chorus of the 
Union, whon agnin touched, as surely they 
will be, by the better angels of our nature. 

How prophetic was this languag the 
memories which now Inger around a hundred 
battleflolds, and the graves of more thun two 
hundred thousand patriots, who dicd that the 
nation might liv 

How prophetic of this period, when a grand 
chorus of patriotic song ascends from every 
portion of our land, both north and south, 
when earnest prayers arise, like incense, from 
the grateful hearts of fifty millions of 
in favor of the continued and per, 
Jatence of the Union; when the beautiful 
llower's of spring are seuttercd by loving 
hands upon the sncred ground where slumber 
both friend and foc alike, 

It is not my purpose to ontor Jato the details 
of this gigantic rebellion. It is suilictent to 
Say that ibove the carnage of battle; above 
the terrifle shock of aries; above the awful 
destruction of life aod property; above the

“Lincolu Hymn,” a selection express- 
ly written for the occasion, was then 
sung by the grand chorus. 

DR H. 3, STARKLOFF 
of St. Louis, ex president of the North 
American Turner Bund, was then 1utro- 
duced and delivered an addr in Gere 
man of which the following is a syn- 
opsis: 

“Dr. Starkloff said that 20 years had 
elapsed since the bullet of « cowardly as- 
sassin struck the man who was the chosen 
leader of the American people, and who 
toaday lived in the hearts of his country~ 
men together with George Washington. 
They had assembled there not to pay a 
common tribute to the memory of the 
dead, but to revive the memory of a 
great and good man and to draw a moral 
from his life as asbining example fer the 
benefit of the youth of this country, 

The speaker gave a sketch of Lincoln's 
youth. Born in deepest poverty, his de- 
sire for knowledge overcame all obsta~ 
cles, and his ambition carried him into 
public life. Speaking of Lincoln’s polit- 
ical career Dr, Starkloff said that only he 
could venture to enter such a yigorous 
protest aguinstslavery as he did during 
his second term as a member of the Leg 
islature of this State. Asa lawyer Lin- 
coln only defended the cause of justice, 
and thereby gained for himself the name 
of “Honest Old Abe.” 

“The speaker recalled the formation of 
the Republican party, whose western 
leader Abrabam Lincoln became, Cau- 
tioned by other members of the new 
party not to agitate the slavery question, 
he answered that slavery was not con- 
sistant with true Republican principles. 
Defeated for United States Senator by 


Stephen A. Douglas, he was chosen 
President two years later, in 1850 His 
eleyation to that high office did not 
change him in theleast. He wan the 


same as before; received his old friends 
and acquaintances as of old. and refused 
tochabue his habits, When savagely 
attacked in the most yenomous style by 
the southern press oud leaders, he saw 
the rebellion coming, but was determined 


to resist it to the utmost. When 
the poor, plain backwoodsman enter- 
ed the White House ns Presi- 
dent, his enemies —_ charged 
that’ be did not know what 
to do with his hands and feet. He had 


big hands, it is true, but they were cleat 
His feet were large, but he outran all bis 
opponents. The speaker dwelt on Lin- 
coln’s giant intellect. on his good com- 
mon sense. his integrity and pure char- 
acter. He was not without presentiment, 
of his approaching death at the hands of 
the assassin, and that he would not live 
to see the termination of the civil strife, 
and the restoration of peace, 

The orator spoke about the war, about 
the weakness of Lincoln’s predecessor, 
Buchannan, and the treachery of the 
latter's cubinet. He showed what a hard 
task devolved upon the new President 
when he assumed his office, and how he 
carried the ship of state through yall 
difiiculties, never for a moment. losing 
that spirit of humor which was 
one of the essential traits of his charac- 
ter. ‘The speaker then entered upon the 
history of Liuculn, recalling the greatest 
uct of his life, the proclamation of ema 
cipation, and the universal aud upan 
mous feeling of erief and mourning 
which preyailed throughout the whole, 
country atthe reportof his avsassint= 
tion. Heconeluded by upholding the 
Martyr President asa paragon o1 true 
virtue, wisdom and ambition, to tues 
youth of this country.’”

THE DEOORATIONS. 
EXQUISITE TRIBUTES TO A PATRIOTS 
MEMORY. 

The floral tributes were pumerous and 
beautiful beyond description, many of 
the most beautitul and elaborate being 
voluntary offerings. The different de- 
signs were arranged with pleasing effect 
upon three large floats and carried in the 
procession to the capitol and thence to 
the Cemetery. Before the procession 
started the floats stood for a few hours 
in front of Mr. ©. A. §Gebrmaun’s dry 
goods store, on the west side of the court 
house square. where hundreds of people, 
despite the pouring raia, gathered around 
to udmire their artistic and tasteful 
workmanship. The tributes were so 
numerous that it was impossible to se- 
cure a complete list of them but the fol- 

lowing were the most noteworthy: 

A latee wheel and anchor of immors 
telles, from the Michel Seed and Plunt 
Company, of St. Louis, is a beautiful 
aud lasting piece, and elicited many com- 
pliments from admirers of the beautiful 
This beautiful and elaborate design was 
sent in response to a mere request for a 
few cut flowers and was a voluntary of~ 
fering. It probably could not be repro- 
duced short of $30. 

A sickle of white carnations and sheaf 
of wheat, supported by un easel, was a 
beautiful and attractive design, donated 


by Mr. H. W. Buckbee, a seed merchant 
of Rockford, The workmanship was 
excellent and the design both ingenious 
aud striking, 

A chaste and beautiful wreath of carna- 
tions and roses was the contribution of 
Mr. ©. F, W. Gentemann, of Quincy, 
anda similar wreath of larger propor- 
tions was donated by Edson Keith & 
Co., of Chicage 

Maenuercbor No. 3, of St. Louis, made 
offerings of two large wrenths of fic 
lenves and carnations, which at the 
special request of the douors were placed 
oa the sarcophogus of President Lincoln, 
as nlso was a large wreath of laurel, fur~ 
nished by the Washington Association of 
North Ainerieans, of St. Louis. 

Probably the most elaborate and impos 
1ng of the offerings was (he mammoth lyre 
donated by Commissioner J. R. Walsh, 
of South Park, Chicago. It is a massive 
Structure of white carnations, roses and 
smilnx, fully fiye feet high and nearly 
four feet in width. It was the largest of 
all the offerings.

The contributions from the schools of 
the city were very creditable, many of 
the desigus being very artistic and ex- 
pensive. These were all purchased and 
donated by the pupils of the schools.

AT THE CAPITOL, 

‘The decorations in the StateHouse were 
not as numerous nor elaborate as they 
would have been had it been supposed 
from the first that the exercises of the 
day would be held there. The statute of 
Lincoln in the main hall was the shrine 
of many beautiful floral tribntes, It was 
overarched by a bower of smilax and 
roses, over which was the legend "In 
Memoriam,”’ The base and pedestal of 
the statue were buried in beautiful floral 
offerings, Directly infront lay an ex- 
quisite wreath of white roses with a cen- 
ter of snow-white lillies, An open book 
of white flowers, with the name of Abra- 
ham Lincoln upon it in blue, was the 
rift of the visiting organizations from 

On either side were large tropi+ 
cal plants and drooping banners. The 
statue of Douglas opposite, was likewise 
the object of many graceful floral offer- 
ings, in the center of the rotunda hung 
an immense Grand Army badge and the 
niches about the rotunda were filled with 
green folingennd bright flowers.

A VERY SMALL OFFICIAL. 

Some days ago Mr. GC. A Gehrmann, 
chairman ofthe committee on decora~ 
on. wrote a personal letter to President 
Cleyeland asking the donation of some 
flowers from the White House grounds 
for the Lincoln memorial services, In a 
few days he received a letter from Col. 
AF. Rockwell, superintendent of builds 
ings and grounds, to whom the applica~ 
tion had been referred, stating that the 
request would cheerfully be granted and 
appropriate floral designs would be sent. 
As the flowers had not arriyed by Tues- 
day noon, Mr. Gehrmann sent a prepaid 
dispatch, inquiring about them, aud re- 
ceived in reply a teleeram, with’ charges 
due thereon, saying the flowers had been 
sent and would probably be here Weds 
nesday, Sure enough Wednesday after- 
noon a small wooden box, containin 
about a peck of cut flowers, loosely 
dumped in, was received marked “C, O, 
D.” with $1.75 express charges due. 
Mr. Gehrwann paid the charges aud ac- 
cepted the fowers, which were by no 
means superior to those grown here. In 
fact <the collection was not worthy 

f comparison with what Mr, 
Gehrmano himself donated. As 
the White House and grounds 
1s public property, the action of Col. 
Rockwell is little ‘less than aespicabl 
Upon such an occasion it certainly 
should have been a matter of pride to 
send the grandest and most profusive 
collection from the National Capital to 
the tomb of the first of its occupants 
who fell by the hand of an assassin. The 
littleness of the thiag was seyerely com- 
mented on by all who heardof it, re- 
ardless of political sentiments,

YESTERDAY'S MEMORIAL EXERCISES. 

Its now twenty years since Abraham 
Lincoln died at the hand of an assassin 
prompted tothe murderous deed by the 
spirit of slayery, yet at the recurrence 
of each successive anniversary, the eyent 
has been cerebrated by thousands in yari- 
ous portions of the land with new and 
increasing inte and more imposing 
ceremonies, There has been nothing 
like it in American history at least. The 
memories of other great leaders have 
been honored by celebrating the anni-~ 
versary of their birth; in the case of Lin+ 
colu alone, it has become the established 
custom to celebrate the anniversary of 
his death. The difference is doubtless 
due, not merely to the tragic character 
of his death, but the fact that it marked 
an era in the history of the country 
associated most intimately with the per- 
sonal and political career of the man who 
has left his impress fixed indelibly upon 
that country and the welfare of millions 
of its inhabitants. 

‘The celebration of yesterday was in- 
tended to surpass all its psedecessors in 
ils extept and impressiyeness. That it 
would have done so but forthe forbid- 
ding character of the weather, is demons 
strated by the measure of success that 
was reached, As it was, there were 
thousands of strangers in the city, the 


depth of whose admiration for the | sions of respect for the memory of the 


memory of Abraham Lincoln was aem- 
strated by the fact that they braved the 
storm to participate in the proceedings. 
Under more favorable auspices the num- 
ber in attendance would have been 
increased to five times as many. 

The demonstration was a success, 
whetber reference be had to it as evis 
dence of the patriotism or the people or 
their loye forthe memory of the Nation's 
preserver. The speeches were brief, 
but eloquent; the music was touching 
and inspiring; the decorations were ex- 
quisite; the feeling of the participants 
was eafnest and profound. It was a day 
jong to be remembered by all who were 
present, 

THE ESSENCE OF IT. 

A closer analysis of the report of the 
Committce to investigate the pay-roll of 
the House employes, submitted Tuesday, 
potwithstanding tne earnest efforts of its 
Chairman to secure economy and to lop 
off superfluous employes, shows some 
fine distinctions. For instance, Mr. E. 


L. Merritt and E. J. Pace are retained, 
while C. T. Heydecker and Mr. Moran 
are dismissed. Ifthe necessity for the 
former 8, certainly the seryices of 
the latter are necessary. The former are 
Journal Clerks, employed last session, to 
prepare the copy for the daily edition of 
the House Journal. The latter are 
“proof readers,” employed Inst session, 
to compare the proof of the daily edition 
with original journal and make correc- 
ions of errors therein, for the corrected 
edition. The daily journals have not 
been printed this session, but all these 
appointments were made by order of 
the House in anticipation that they 
would be printed We are not 
discussing the merits of the question in 
any of its phases, for the House being 
Democratic, Democrats are entitled to 
the patronage and its responsibilities ; 
but we desire simply to call attention to 
the inconsisteucy of the Report of the 
Committee inthe respects here pointed 
out, The inference is plain that econo- 
my was not so much the ruling spirit, as 
that fayorites should enjoy the bencfits 
of place, whether their services were nec- 
essary or not. 


PAUPER AND NON-PAUPER PATIENTS 
IN STATE INSTITUTIONS. 

sub-committee of the Senate Com~ 
mittee on State Institations is investi- 
gating the question whether patients in 
the Insane Hospitals of this State, who 
are not paupers, are retained in the in- 
stitutions longer than those who are pau- 
pers. The great gravity of this inquiry 
is not apparent, but we assume that there 
must be some good reason for 1t, which 
wedonotsee, We may, howeyer. be 
permitted to remark that the publication 
of the names of the patients, by order of 
the Senate, does not seem to\ have been 
necessary, since the Committee might 
equally well have examined the manu- 
script lists, and arrived at precisely the 
same conclusions. If not necessary, it 
can only have the effect of wounding 
the feelings of those:who have friends in 
the hospitals. Such publication is, i 
some States, humanely prohibited by 
law. 

But, aot to insist upon this point, 
we wish to say that if, when the investi- 
gation 1s completed, it shall appear that, 
in special cases, patients who are not 
paupers have been retained in the hospit- 
al for a number of yenrs, that fact, taken 
by. itself, proyes nothing, and will not 
necessarily reflect in the slightest degree 
upon the management of the hospital. 
The reasons for their retention may be 
such as will commend themselves to the 
public. The Superintendents cau have 
no interest in the retentionof patients, 
since the hospitals are free to all resi- 


dents of the State, and there is no 
charge made against any for 
board or medical treatment. We 
have no doubt that, under 


our Jaw, Which assigns to each county 
its quota of patients in the hospital, per- 
sons of influence in the several counties, 
(the county officers, for instance, or even 
Senators and Representutjyes in the 
General Assembly, bring a strong pres 
sure to bear upon the Superintendents in 
opposition to the discharge of certain 
patients, This is probably all the 
foundation there is for the implied 
charge contained in the resolution of 
investigation.

THE PRINCE. 
HIS VISIT TO CORK AND A RIOT. 
Lonpon, April15.—Up to this morn 
jng there was a feeling of relief in Goy- 
ernment circles oyer the news from 
Cork, which all tended to show that: the 
visit of the Prince of Wales to that city 
had passed off quietly, and had evoked 
an unexpected amount of enthusiasm, 
‘Early in the evening, Government of- 
ficials declared that the attempt of the 
Nationalists to organize an opposition, 
had proyed a failure, and that the extent 
of the Loyalists demonstration was sur- 
prising, ‘These-declarations were hardly 
attered before the telegraph brought the 
reports of rioting in various parts of the 
city, and reports are becoming more 
alarming every hour. Asan open car- 
ringe containiny the Prince was crossing 
Parnell bridge, some one in the crowd 
threw and onion at His Royal Highness. 
The missile missed the Prince, but hit 
one of the footmen behind the carriage 
and the crowd cheered. During the 
afternoon a detective arrested o man 
who was throwing stones at the Lovalist 
procession. A mob speedily formed and 
‘itempted to rescue the prisoner. The 
detective fired his revolyer, but without 
hitting any one, and succeeded in taking 
his prisoner to the police court where he 
was promptly] released on bail furnished 
by the Mayor of Cork. 
Early in the evening Nationalists held 
meeting, where inflammatory 


A mass 
speeches were made, and the latest Lon- 
don newspapers, containing accounts of 
the royal progress were burned in a bon 
fire. After the mass meeting the Nation- 
alists scattered through the city in parties 
numbering from 50 to 500 men. Doors 
and wiudows were smashed, flags and 
decorations were torn down and heaped 
on blazivz bonfires, and many gun stores 

Hecoken into for the purpose of arming 
the mob. Policemen, when encountered 
singly orin small squads, were attacked 
and beaten unmercifully with their own 
truocheons. In many cases the police 
rallied and charged desperately on the 

, but they were invariably sur- 
punded and repulsed, The police then 
Pesorted to the free use of their revolyers 
and bayonets. It was hand-to hand 
fighting of the most deperate sort, the 
police standing back to back and receiv— 

ing and inflicting terrible injuries 

At midnight the streets were practical- 
ly in the possession of the mob. The 
policemen who remaived uninjured 
could not attempt to do more than main 
tain their positions and fight on the de- 
fensive. In addition to the attacks from 
the crowds in th s, the police were 
exposed to murderous volleys of stones 
from windows, house-tops and other 

points of vantage. The beliet at mid- 
night was that the streets could not be 
cleared without the use of the artillery.

AN INSANE DEMON, 


The Terrible Outcome of a German 
Laborer’s Lovemaking. 


Unica, N. Y., April 15—George H. 
Humpf a section hund on the New York 
Central, killed his wife and four-day-old 
child near Indian Castle church, Herk 
mer county, Monday und then committed 
suicide. He had been insane for sev- 
eral weeks and a watch had been placed 
oyerhis actions. While in Germany 
he was betrothed to a widow 
with one child, and after couing here 
sent for them. On the arrival of his 
affianced, he discoved she had.. in the 
meantime, had small-pox, and was badly 


pitted. ‘This overcame his affec- 
tion and he refused to marry 
her, but endeavored to compromise 


by marrying the daughter instead, which 
proposition the latter rejected. ‘Subse- 
quently Humpf went to Germany where 
he married his late wife. His former 
foye and daughter still liye m_ the 
vicinity, and on Humpf'sreturn with his 
bride, a fellow workman began to harass 
him with allusions to the widow. This 
was continued and so preyed on his mind 
as to induce insani He grew worse 
after the birth of bis child, and he was to 
pia ye been removed to an asylum yester- 
day. 

Monday afternoon,a neighbor who was 
acting as guard, heard screams in the 
house and saw a peculiar flash of fire, 
and in company with another man he 
broke into the house, The building was 
filled with a sulphurous odor which was 
stifling, but the men succeeded in making 
their way to Mrs. Humpf’s bedroom, 
where they found the woman and child 
dying in great agony. They had been 
saturated with kerosene and fired, and 


both the victims were horribly 
burned. Both of the baby’s 
eyes were burned out and the body 


shockingly burned, as was the body of 
the mother,. The murderer had stabbed 
the child in four places and cut the 
mother's throat. The infant liyed but a 
short time.. Mrs. Humpf survived un- 
til 11 yesterday morning. Search was 
made for Humpf and he was traced 
by blood marks to a room, through 
the ceiling of which he had knocked a 
hole with a , aod was found perched 
on the joists with a shovel in his hands 
to defend himseif with. A wire was 
thrown over ius leg by which he was 
hauled down. He died soon afterward 
from loss of blood, haying cut his own 
throat.

The General's condition was bet- 
ter than it had heen for ten days, and 
the Senator had no immediate apprehen- 
ions. 

NOT GAINING STRENGTH. 

Mrs. Jesse Grant this morning stated 
that the General was easier, but was not 
gaining strength—just about holding his 
own, She didnot see any very great 
chavge from the last few days. The 
matter of his removal, if hesuryived 
until fine weather, is not definitely seta 
tled. 


THE DAILY CONSULTATION. 

Atthe consultation visit at 2 p. 
Gen. Grant was found to be in an 
proyed condition. 

A TALK WITH SHRADY, 

When Dr. Shrady left Gen, Grant's 
house after the consultation to-day, he 
said, in answer to a question, that the 
general condition the patient was im- 
proved. 

“How do you account for this steady 
improvement?’ was asked, 

“The General’s bad attacks have been 
caused by complications associated with 
the usual progress of the disease,” was 
theanswer. ‘They have been overcom 
for the present, and, of course, he 
better. The temporary irritation In the 
throat has been relieved and the result is 
what the bulletins have stated,”’ 

“And do the bulletins state eyery- 
thing?” was asked, 

“The bulletins deal with tbe plain 
facts of the case and with the facts 
only,” responded Dr. Shrady, 

AN APT ILLUSTRATION, 

During the consultation this afternoon, 
Gen. Grant said to his physicians: ‘The 
doctors, I am informed, are-writine about 
my case and talking about it, and some 
of them seem to think they know more 
about it than you gentlemen do; but it is 
like a time of war, when men at home 
think they know more about it, and how 
to do it than the generals who are in the 
field fighting,” 

THE BARE FACTS OF THE CASE. 

Soon after his throat was dressed this 
morning, Gen. Grant said, in remarking 
upon his improved condition, that he 
thought he would get well. That the 
publie may be enabled thoroughly to u 
derstand the case as it is,and from a re’ 
able opinion, the followiug absolute facts 
are given as a basis. for public and per- 
sonal judgment. Gen.Grant is notgreatly 
emaciated about the body, He has lost 
some flesh, but how much cannot be told 
as he has not been weighed insomeftime 
His face is not much changed, but it has 
@ careworn appearance. The gland is 
swollen on the right side and the swelling 
on the outside varies more or less, as 
there is more or less swelling on the in- 
side. The glandular swelling has at no 
time, been larger than a hens egg, and 
from that down to the size of a pigeon's 
egz, Itislocated at the angle of the 
right jaw. Ithas never entirely disap- 
peared since itcame, months ago. The 
awelling is due first, to an irritating 
growtb, and finally to the progress 
of the disease inthe glauds themselves, 
There is to positiye evidence at present 
that the glands have become actively 
diseased, although the  presump- 
tion is that they are diseased. The dis- 
ease does not extend to, nor effect, any 
of the processes of the Geaeral’s ear 
There is some danger of that possibility, 
but not a probability at present. It is 
not going in that direction. The disease 
is spreading gradually backwards into 
the back part of the throat and behind 
the palate. Ithas communicated some 
what to the back part of the nose, in 
front and above \he palate. There is no 
lump on the tongue, It is an ulcer. 
Away back on the side ot 
the tongue is a small ulcer. It has never 
been shown to its whole extent, but it is 
a small ulcer, triaugular in shape, and 
from a.quarter to half an inch in diam- 


mm, 
im~ 


eter, In cases of epithelloma there is 
no lump. It is an ulcer. Thereis a 
discharge from the ulcerated surface, 


composed of mucus, broken down tissue 
aud some little matter, in other words, 
itis is muco-pus. This exudes from an 
ulcerated surface that includes the palate, 
the back part of the throat and the 1ight 
side of the tongue. There is a 
chance for general improvement 
by temporary arrest of the diseuse. The 
atmosphere, the moutains or the west 
would, with fair weather, be better for 
the General than the salt air of the seas 
board, In all cancerous cases in the 
throat there are — complications of 
irritation about the throat which might 
be called accidents of the disease. and it 
is these complications that have given 
the trouble rather than the steady pro- 
gress or the disease. In this case these 
complications are swelling of the throat 
increase of the inflamation, spasms of 
hemorrhage and increased flow of mucus. 
Sixdrops, or minims, ot morphia are 
giyen each 24 hours, just enough to con- 
trol the pain and induce sleep. Without 
the morphia, the pain would at times be 
unbearable, 

The General takes for food from one to 
two tumblerfuls of mixture’ of 
beef extract and egg and milk, every two 
to four hours, night and day. He relished 
a little clam broth yesterday, as much as 
he relishes anything. The General 
usually reclines in his chair, attired in 
knitted underwear, on his feet knitted 
wool moccasons, a dark dressing gown 
trimmed with silk and belted with a 
heavy cord. Over his lap is spread a 

«sk and satin quilt filled with down, 
while on his head he wears a silk cap 
which be has loug worn to protect his 
‘head from attacks of neuralgia. Dr. 
Douglas will remain with the General to- 
night and a consultation will be held at 
2p. m. to-morrow.

AN ACTOR OF EXPERIENCE 


& West- 
las shut 


Gives His Views of the Profession—Stage 
Fright—Social Life—Salaries. 
(New York Graphic Interview] 

“I may be very conservative in my no- 
tions as to how a man or woman should 
enter the profession; but in spite of 
schools, lessons or coaching it is the samo 
opinion with experienced actors that a be- 
ginner must begin op the stage itself, with 
all its surroundings as they are—at the 
bottom of the ladder. There have been of 
course some exceptional cases, but they 
are indeed very rare. Why, my dear sir, 
I could neme some actors who are on the 
stage now who had neither money nor 
time to waste, thus began the profassion 
by going on as supers, for by this meaus 
they got used to facing an audience, and 
could see the curious inethods adopted by 
old rers. ” 

“Whit is the feeling a man experiences 
when he first speaks before an audience?” 

“Were you ever seasick?» Well, if you 
remember that sensation, just before you 
are absolutely ill, you miny form some 
idea of the fear that comes over the aver- 
age actor on his first appearance before 
any audience, There's the same cold per- 
spiration, the mist before the sight, the 
same parched lips and tongue, the sinking 
feeling in the breast and palpitating 
heart. Some of course suffer more than 
others. It is called ge fright, and 
there's many a man and woman that 
could not go through the same ordeal a 
second time. It’s all very well for a 
young man to recite before his friends or 
play at any amateur entertainment; but 
when he comes before a large assembly 
of people who have paid their admission 

the glare, 
genaino show life 
around him, it’s a vastly different mat- 
ter. What’ may appear sttauge to you is 
this—that aman, asa rule, plays better 
when be is slightly nervous—not 
the audience, but his line rhaps 
better explained by anxiety as to whether 
he is correct, and the very doubt he has 
about it throws a degree of fire into his 
acting.” 

“What about the actor’s social life?” 
asked the journalist. 

“Well, save those few engaged at the 
houses that have a stock company, they 
have no social comfort, or at least during 
the season, The majority of Thespiana 
sigu for it. They go from railroad car to 
hotel, from hotel to theatre, and so on, 
You cannot form any conception of how 
a man or woman feels when they arrive in 
some town at say 5 in the afternoon. 
This is barely time to bolt some supper 
when they have to hurry off to the theatro 
—perbaps a strange one to them—dress 
and goon Then perhaps the train takes 
them away to the next stand at midnight, 
to say nothing of wiutry weather, "Tho 
only time they: get is on Sunday, if they 
happen to be staying in town on that day; 
then the want of a home is impressed 
upon their minds,” 

“But they receive good pay during the 
season,” suggested the reporter. 

“That's another exaggerated idea,” 
avowed the actor, with a crave shake of 
his head. “In the first place actors do 
not in very many cases receive the salaries 
put down to them by many newspapers 
and general gossip, ‘Then you must bear 
in mind that half the year they are idle. 
There is always sonicthing to buy for 
every piece or something to replace. © For 
instance, if an actor is playing in a piece 
that requires every day clothing nothing 
is found by the managers, and if it's a 
fancy dress piece there are tights, feath- 
ers, Shoes, wigs, and other things he has 
to find, or if you have to travel there ate 
dozens of ways for the money to go, the 
details of which caunot alivays be ac- 
counted for, Yet forall itisa mistake 
to suppose that actors are a yery improvi- 
dent class. A great number have money, 
and there is a very good plan they now 
adopt to place their earnings in safe keep 
ing while on their travels—that is, on 
‘treasury day,’ after k ing what they 
might teed for running expenses, they 
get a post order for the balance payable 
to themselves, if they have no family, in 
York city, or any other place they 
may think of making for wheu the sea- 
sou is over.”
